TAXES LOOM 


WASHINGTON, June 5.— (AP) 
—The House 
ways 
and means 
committee, bent on raising money 
for growing defense costs, direct­ 
ed a 10-man subcommittee today 
to find a way to add a t least 
$200,000,000 to the $656,000,000 in 
the pending defense tax bill. 
The principal proposal laid be­ 
fore 
the 
subcommittee 
was a 
broadening of 
the income tax 
base to reduce indiv idual income 
tax exemptions from $2500 to 
$18 00 for heads of families and 
from $1000 to $8 00 for single in­ 
div iduals. 
Chairman Doughton, D., N.C., 
estimated 
the 
base broadening 
plan would raise $8 0,000,000. 
Retire Debt Boost 
W ith such a broadening, and an 
increase in lev ies on the middle 
and lower income brackets, as 
has been suggested, would raise a 
sum estimated unofficially a t up­ 
wards of $400,000,000. 
Doughton said that whatev er 
funds were deriv ed from the taxes 
would be used to retire a $4,000,- 
000,000 federal debt limit increase 
already approv ed by the commit­ 
tee. Any excess ov er the amount 
needed to retire this debt would 
go into the general fund of the 
treasury, he said. 
Asked w hat it was proposed to 
tnake the base broadening per­ 
manent Doughton replied: 
“There has been a feeling for 
a long time that something ought 
to be done to equalize the tax 
burden.”

Fingerprint Aliens 
The commission said that the 
prohibition does not apply to com­ 
munications between am ateurs in 
the continental United States and 
its territories and possessions, nor 
to United States citizens author­ 
ized to operate am ateur stations 
in the Philippine islands or the 
Canal Zone, when such persons 
are communicating with am ateurs 
in the United States. 
One of the first steps to in­ 
crease control of aliens in the 
gov ernment’s driv e against sub­ 
v ersiv e activ ities will be the fin­ 
gerprinting of all incoming aliens, 
a justice department spokesman 
said. 
Will Check Files 
Such an order will be issued by 
Attorney General Robert H. Jack­ 
son when the immigration and 
naturalization serv ice, transferred 
to the justice departm ent by a 
Presidential order signed yester­ 
day, comes under his jurisdiction, 
June 14, the spokesman said. 
Identification of incoming aliens 
will be made, it was said, when 
application is made for -a v isa to 
enter the United States. The fin­ 
gerprints obtained then will be 
checked with the criminal files of 
his country to determine whether 
the applicant has a criminal rec­ 
ord.

Keep Out of War 
A Sov iet source said that Rus­ 
sia “has no intention of being 
thrust onto one side or the other” 
in the war. 
He indicated that Russia’s pol­ 
icy would continue to emphasize 
internal affairs but that the U.S. 
S.R. is keeping alert against any 
encroachment on any of its inter­ 
ests by one power or another. 
R. A. Butler, British undersec­ 
retary for foreign affairs, told the 
House of Commons today that 
it appeared from an official Rus- 
sion communique that the ap­ 
pointment of Sir Stafford Cripps 
as new British ambassador to 
Moscow had been accepted by the 
Kremlin although formal notice 
had not yet been receiv ed. 
Relations Better 
Butler left unanswered a ques­ 
tion from the House as to wheth­ 
er Sir Stafford would deal with 
the “many outstanding questions” 
with the Sov iet gov ernment.

long Allied front. 
It has ample 
supplies, since the main British 
Expeditionary Force bases were 
in its territory, not in that of 
the northern army.

An optimistic outlook for the future of the orang e in­ 
dustry was sounded yesterday noon by F. R. Wilcox treas­ 
urer of the California Citrus Growers Exchang e, when he 
spoke to Santa Ana Optimist club members and^their wives. 
The m atters of surplus, price, 
merchandising, and education all 
were discussed by Wilcox . With 
the intelligence of consumers, *a 
program of education, and an in­ 
telligent policy of merchandising. 
Wilcox said he felt that the prob­ 
lem of surplus could be alleviated. 
Cites “ Stubborness” 
"Agriculture in the past 
has 
failed to succeed because of stub­ 
borness,” 
the speak er declared. 
“However, I think that they have 
arrived to recognize the value of 
adopting certain business 
prin­ 
ciples.” 
The citrus industry, he 
stated, has over-ex panded creating 
a large surplus, as against other 
businesses which have curtailed 
certain 
commodities 
during de­ 
pression periods. 
The 
citrus 
industry, 
Wilcox 
opined, is capable of overcoming 
these problems and of giving ade­ 
quate incomes to those in the in­ 
dustry. The program he outlined 
to accomplish this includes regu­ 
lation of citrus supplies to con­ 
sumers, having an outlet for m er­ 
chandise processes carrying out an 
educational program on the value 
of citrus. 
Consumers Important 
The importance of consumers in 
the general scheme was cited by 
Wilcox when he declared, “Con­ 
sumers must somehow, some way 
be willing to pay more for citrus.” 
Through the educational program, 
and by curtailing citrus products, 
Wilcox said this could be done. 
He compared agricultural incomes 
with other 
businesses. 
Agricul­ 
ture’s income was cut to 35 per 
cent of the 1929 level as compared 
to a cut in income for business 
during the same period to 
6 0 per 
cent, he revealed. 
The speak er was introduced by 
Ray Lambert, program chairman.

They hav e k ep t their own cou n­ 
sel because they hav e not k nown 
what might be req u ired of them 
ev entually by the administration, 
Bu t their fu ndamental reasoning 
has dissolv ed hopes tha t interv en­ 
tion now would do the Allies ma­ 
terial good in their existing situ ­ 
ation, For instances:

British War M inister Eden, in 
I Ms broadcast to the United States 
made a point of the pressing Brit­ 
ish 
need solely of tank s and 
The United States army 
about 250 light and mediu m 
and 150 combat cars, none

ed German eq u ipment u sed in 
Flanders. 
We 
hav e no 80-ton

Su ch heav y

bridges and wou ld bog down in 
fields. 
A t any rate, the U. S. army 
cou ld spare no more than 200 light 
and mediu m tank s 
to the Allies 
and these cou ld not be pu t into ac­ 
tion abroad for months. 
They 
wou ld hav e 
to be mobilized. 
Trans-Atlantic transp ortation for 
them wou ld hav e to be arranged 
and carried ou t. Abov e all, there 
is no reason to believ e they wou ld 
swing the balance in the fav or of 
the Allies when they did finally 
arriv e on the scene and tak e p art 
in the conflict. 
A plan to dispatch 2,000 planes 
was originally adv ocated by the 
able retired Major General John 
F. O’Ryan, of New York . 
It 
wou ld be possible, if both the army 
and nav y air arms were depleted 
fu lly to scrape u p 2,000 planes of 
all categories. 
Some of these 
wou ld be obsolete. All that wou ld 
be left to the army and nav y 
wou ld be training planes. If trou ­ 
ble brok e ou t in Latin-America 
or elsewhere on this hemisphere, 
the U. S. wou ld be incompetent to 
deal with it from the air. 
The mobilization and transpor­ 
tation of 2,000 planes across the 
ocean to the w ar zone wou ld be a 
more difficu lt task than the dis­ 
patch of tank s.*

It is clear to all m ilitary minds 
su ch v entu res wou ld be u seless in 
the existing m ilitary situ ation. 
They wou ld be u seless any time 
u nless the Allies brace themselv es 
immediately and definitely block 
the German adv ance. The fate of 
Britain and France mu st rest with 
themselv es alone u ntil fall in any 
ev ent. 
Su ch experienced 
adv ocates of 
interv ention 
as 
O’Ryan 
mu st 
agree with these conclu sions. Ap­ 
p arently their hope is that the 
mere promise of su ch aid now 
wou ld be of great psychological 
adv antage to bolster Allied morale 
and repress the Germans—if H it­ 
ler perm itted the Germans to 
learn of it. And their motiv e ap­ 
p arently is that this wou ld be the 
easiest way to do a job that we 
wou ld hav e to do by fighting if 
the Allies lost. 
The q u estion in m ilitary minds 
is whether the Allies may not lose 
anyway. 
In that case we hav e 
sacrificed ou r best defensiv e eq u ip­ 
ment. 
It is tru e this gov ernment has 
some scraps of eq u ipment lying 
arou nd which are not so v ital to 
defense as planes and tank s. The 
arm y has hu ndreds of old 75-milli 
m eter gu ns which hav e not been

He ex plained how the free highw ay betw een S an­ 
ta Ana and Los Angeles would be when com ­ 
pleted and pointed out that w ith Ihe free high­ 
way the distance from Santa A na to the indus­ 
trial part of E ast Los Angeles would be seven­ 
teen m inutes closer than from Beverly Hills.

WHY NOT BE CONSISTENT? 
Some weeks ago the city council asked for bids 
on a lot a t Tw entieth and Main streets. 
The 
property had been willed to the city as pa rt of 
the Bowers E state. It is directly across from the 
Bowers Museum. 
Among other offers was one from C harles Heil 
for $7000. 
This week the city council turned down the 
offer, using as an ex cuse the fact tha t there had 
been certain com plaints m ade against the sale 
of the property. 
Three m em bers of the council 
voted against selling the property, Ed Yost, M ay­ 
or Rowland and D. W. Kelsey. 
Councilmen Joe 
Sm ith and Plum m er B runs voted to sell. 
As to the com plainants their protests should 
be given little consideration unless they are in 
a position to m ake a better offer than those in 
the hands of the council. 
The city should re ­ 
turn as much of its property to the ta x rolls as 
it can, providing of course the sale price is com­ 
m ensurate w ith 
the 
appraised value. 
In the 
case of the Bowers property, the appraised value 
was $6500. 
C harles Heil planned to ex pend in the neigh­ 
borhood of $20,000 in building a plan t for the 
A uto Club of Southern C alifornia, thus placing 
the property back on the tax rolls. 
To date the Bowers M useum has cost the City 
of S anta Ana approx im ately $20,000 to $25.000, 
according to City A uditor Lloyd Banks. 
In addi­ 
tion about $45,000 in stocks and bonds left to the 
city in the Bowers E state w ere sold for less than 
$5000, 
All in all it appears, in facing the facts, tha t 
the Bowers E state has cost the city plenty in cold 
cash. The sale of the lot a t T w entieth and Main 
would have brought $7000 and put it back on a 
tax paying basis. 
If the city didn’t intend to sell, 
why ask for bids? 
C ontrasting this action, the council a t the sam e 
m eeting gave an option of sale to the Girl Scouts 
for approx im ately half an acre of property on 
N orth Sycam ore street, alm ost adjacent to the 
fire hail, for $500. 
This is the price if paid for in 
one year. 
If paid for in two years the price is 
$550 and# $600 if not paid until three years. 
Every m em ber of the city council voted to sell 
this property to the Girl Scouts, w ith the ex ­ 
ception of Councilm an Joe Smith. 
We are not questioning the judgm ent of the 
council in selling property to the Girl Scouts. M ay­ 
be the property is w orth no m ore than $500. B ut 
w hy accept one proposition and reject the other, 
especially when it m eans an attractiv e building 
on one of the m ain arteries leading into the city 
and returning of the property to the tax rolls? 
A pparently some m em bers of the city council 
haven’t the necessary fortitude to stand on their 
own feet and think for them selves. 
If they can’t 
be consistent w hen it m eans som ething w orthw hile 
to the city w hat can be ex pected from them on 
other occasions? 
Consistency really is a virtue, but it has been 
woefully lacking in council action in the past.

C O LLECTIVE, E M O T IO N A L S Y M P A T H Y 


Individual sym pathy, governed by reason ra the r 
| than em otion, is a g rea t blessing to m ankind. 
On the other hand, em otional, collective sym pa­ 
thy is a m ost dangerous thing. 
Few people re a l­ 
ize how difficult it is to collectively assist people 
k'hom they regard as unfortunate. 
The attem pt 
has been made m any tim es and alw ays resulted 
in doing infinitely m ore harm to the un fo rtun ate 
and to the rest of society than if the attem pt 
had never been m ade. 
W hat people fail to und er­ 
stand is that there is only one w ay by w-hich 
, people can really be helped by 1he governm ent— 
that is to guard each m an’s rights to use his 
faculties and to trad e the product of his faculties 
on the world m arket. 
D uring the fore pa rt of last century, E ngland 
had w hat was known as the Corn Laws in order 
to protect the farm ers. 
B ut, instead of helping 
the farm ers, as intended, it only w orsened their 
plight. 
One of the m ost im portant speeches ever m ade 
in 
the history of parliam en t governm ent w as 
made by Sir R ichard Cobden in 1843, in which he 
persuaded Prim e M inister R obert Peel tha t the 
Corn Laws, instead of benefit ting the farm ers, 
w ere doing them injury. 
In this g reat speech, 
he pointed out tha t the un n atura l condition and 
the fear of the change of the law s had prevented 
capital from being directed in farm enterprise 
and the result was low er production and a low er 
standard of living. 
This speech caused Peel to help repeal the 
Corn Law s and for six ty or seventy years, the 
policy of the English E m pire w as laissez faire, or 
let different enterprises seek the ir n a tural levels 
w ithout assistance from the governm ent. 
In our own country, we have m ade m any a t­ 
tem pts to have governm ent assist certain groups. 
Some 25 or 30 years ago, we established farm 
banks to help the farm ers; we established ag ri­ 
cultural stations to help the fartn er but the re ­ 
sults have been anything but satisfactory'. 
The 
plight of the farm er w ith all the assistance, w ith 
these law s and the m any law s passed since then, 
to assist him in various w ays has only ag g rav ated 
his condition. 
Just so, we have attem pted to m ake m inim um 
wage law s to protect the unskilled laborer. The 
result is tha t the unskilled and untrained laborer 
has a m uch hard er tim e to get a job and, instead | 
of helpin g ’him, it has harm ed him, put him o n ' 
the dole and low ered the stan d ard of living of 
every honest w orker. 
The fact of the m a tte r is there seem s to be 
absolutely no w ay of collectively assisting any 
group. 
E very tim e it has been tried, it has been 
negative in the place of positive. 
We are now 
doing m ore to assist different groups than we 
ever dream ed of doing in this country and the 
business m en and those who a re being assisted 
and not on the dole are m ore discouraged than 
ever. 


The sooner we learn the lesson of the difficulty 
of 
em otionally and . collectively assisting 
any 
group and devote our energies as a governm ent 
to keeping the highw ays and byw ays open so 
tha t any m an m ay produce anything in any quan ­ 
tity and a t any price tha t any o ther m an has a 
right to produce, the sooner we w ill be really 
giving real assistance not only to the un fo rtun ­ 
ate but to every m an in the country.

TWO IMPORTANT LESSONS FOR US 
By WALTER E. SPAHR 
Professor of Economics, New

There are some lesson* to be de­ 
riv ed from the war and our relation 
to it that should be v ery clear by 
this time. 
O ne ia th at 
th ose p eop le 
who were re­ 
sp on sib le for 
this nation not 
j oi n i n g t h e 
League of Na­ 
tions, in which 
we should hav e 
used all our 
power to insure 
peace by aiding 
in the creation 
of an interna­ 
t ional police 
force and the 
disarmament of 
nat i ons , now 
hav e their an­ 
swer. Those people, abov e all others, 
are, in my opinion, responsible for 
the chaos in which the world now 
finds itself. “ A little group of willful 
men” was what Wilson called them, 
and he understated the case. They 
did more harm in this world than 
any group of men of the same size 
of which I hav e any knowledge. A 
monument should be erected so that 
the world will remember who they 
were and what they did. 
But for the present that incal­ 
culable damage cannot be undone; 
the world must fight through the 
present mess to another peace, after 
which, perhaps, we shall hav e suffi­ 
cient sense to squelch any other 
group of this ty pe which may at­ 
tempt to prev ent enlightened national 
leaders from setting up the inter­ 
national machinery necessary to in­ 
sure peace. 
Another lesson i* that our present 
gov ernment ha* permitted this na­ 
tion to come up to these dangerous 
times 
unprepared, 
with 
industry 


Again, this damage cannot be un­ 
done; we can only profit by the les­ 
son, and go on from here in a more 
rational manner. 
The gates must be opened to a free 
flow of capital so that industry can 
do what it should hav e been doing 
all along. 
The gov ernment must stop kicking 
businessmen around, and try to show 
some sense with respect to the v ital 
importance of healthy priv ate enter­ 
prise.

And a Spanish Comm unist sheet 
was still recognized long a fte r 
it had ceased to ex ist. 
Illegal Voting Told 
At one m eeting the Progres­ 
sive reports, "at least three and 
m aybe four” votes w ere cast for 
the Labor Press unit, which w as 
entitled to two votes. 
“No roll calls are taken,” says

is made to find out who is le­ 
gally present and who is illegal­ 
ly present. 
Delegates from un­
